FIREM EN BROUGHT FROM ALL 
PARTS OF WASHINGTON 
AFTER 5 ALARMS 
W ashington, Jan. 4.—<U.P>-~Only

few hours after contracts had been 
awarded for reconstruction 
of 
the 
W hite House executive offices, raked 
by a Christmas Eve fire, flames threat­ 
ened the rotunda of the capitol build­ 
ing here last night. 
The Are, which caused damage es­ 
timated at about $7,000 and 
injured 
one man, started in the studio of the 
capitol artist shortly after 7 P. M. It 
w as extinguished less than an hour 
later but not before It had spread ta a 
room adjoining, Ailed with important 
documents. 
The cause is unknown. 
Firemen, brought from all parts of 
the city by five alarms, found Charles 
Moberly, artist, unconscious 
in 
the 
burning studio when they gained en­ 
trance. 
He was taken to a nearby 
room, occupied by Democratic House 
Floor Leader Garner, of Texas, 
and 
revived. 
His injuries were confined 
largely to shock, physicians said, and 
he should require only a rest. 
The studio is located at the top of 
the house wing of the building, near 
the dome. 
It was filled with artists’ 
materials and a number of valuable 
oil portraits of former state officials. 
These were saved and will ba ready 
for hanging after refurnishing. 
In the adjoining 
document 
room, 
however, between 500 and 1,000 bound 
volumes of bills were damaged and 
probably ruined. 
Had the flames succeeded in gain­ 
ing the great rotunda, it was pointed 
out, great damage might have been 
done to the mural decorations on the 
walls and dome. 
Prompt work by 
firemen, 
however, 
kept 
the 
flame* 
from making any great threat to that 
section of the building. 
The blaze was discovered bjr Ken­ 
neth Keeler, of Salt Lake City, an ele­ 
vator operator, who turned 
III 
th# 
alarm. 
Keeler and a capital guard 
fought the fire with extinguishers un­ 
til the firemen arrived. 
The fire was the worst the capital 
building had known in many yean. 
The Interior of both wing* of the cen­ 
tral section was destroyed by fire In 
August, 1814, set by Invading British 
troops. 
Rebuilding was started In 1818 and 
completed In 1827 at a total cost of 
$2,433,844. 
The capitol, like other government 
buildings here carries no insurance, 
although the building cost $18,000,000

Miss K e it h C l a r k , who is a professor of the department of 
history and political science of Carleton College at, Northfield, 
has brought her college as well as the state of Minnesota to 
iavorable notice by the lectures she is giving and by her attend­ 
ance at many prominent gatherings. 
She comes to Brainerd Monday, January G, at the instance 
of the literary section of the Brainerd Musical club and addresses 
them, their friends, Rotarians, Lions and others at Elks Temple 
that evening. 
Brainerd has a population including many people of Cana­ 
dian birth or having Canadian friends or relations and so the 
topic of her address, “A'merican-Canadian Relations," is of pe­ 
culiar significance also because Brainerd is so closely situated to 
Canada. In the past, friendly feelings were cemented with Win­ 
nipeg, Canada, and other parts of the great Dominion by the visit 
of Mayor Webb of Winnipeg and his entourage when the party 
were entertained by the Chamber of Commerce. 
The Minnesota 
& International railway links Brainerd with the northern empire. 
It will be remembered that at the time of the forest fires in the 
north, the first relief for settlers came in a carload of supplies 
from a big department store of Winnipeg. 
We have Americans in Brainerd who in days past served 
valiantly in the Northwest Mounted and later enlisted for service 
in the Boer war. Brainerd has been favored in the past by large 
numbers of tourists from Winnipeg and other parts of Canada 
who have expressed their highest commendation of our tourist 
camp here and of the lake country of Brainerd. 
So when Miss Keith Clark speaks of Canada on Monday 
evening she will not be referring to a Canada that is a “foreign" 
country, but a nation that is a friend of America and this region 
in particular. 
And, by the way, Carleton College is well known in Brain­ 
erd. 
We have Carleton College alumni in Brainerd and students 
at the college and in many ways Brainerd interests are inter­ 
twined with this popular institution of learning.

Bridge lo Guard Camp 


As stated in the Little Falls Daily Transcript, A d ju tan t Gen­ 
eral E. A. Walsh has been granted authority by a decision from 
the Attorney General to construct a bridge over the Mississippi 
river and it is understood that the bridge will be built about mid­ 
way between Belle Prairie and Topeka and will be available both 
for rail and public traffic. 
The bridge will cost in the neighbor­ 
hood of $60,000. 
Construction of the National Guard Camp is slated to start 
not later than July I. Work on the bridge is expected to start this 
winter. 
The opinion of Attorney General Henry L. Benson was 
published in the Brainerd Dispatch yesterday, Mr. Benson declar­ 
ing the Adjutant General had the right to build the bridge out of 
Available funds. 
Adjutant General Walsh was confronted with 
the problem of transportation 
between the Northern 
Pacific 
tracks, trunk highway No. 27 and the camp site1. 
The tracks 
and the highway are a few yards apart and the distance from the 
tracks to the river is about three-quarters of a mile*. 
While the exact location of the bridge has not been a n n o u n c e d , 
military officers plan to have it cross the river in the vicinity of 
the camp’s southern boundary. 
Trackage then would extend to 
the supply depots and other unloading points near the end of the 
site. 
The attorney general, continues the Transcript, also ruled 
that if such a bridge were built the railroad could be permitted 
to make the necessary track extension. The tracks probably will 
be sunken to permit motor travel. Rail travel over the spur and 
bridge would be closely guarded to prevent accidents.

T h r o u g h the generosity of Con O’Brien, Gregory Park is to 
have an artistic entrance located at the* Sixth street end of the 
park. 
Plans have been drawn by the architect and they disclose 
a beautiful entrance. 
The necessary landscaping has also been 
platted and altogether it will be a most fitting entrance to an al­ 
ready beautiful park. 
In examining the plans of John H. Bergen, of St. Paul, land­ 
scape architect and engineer, as submitted to the Park Bourd, one 
finds specifications and designs which will insure an entrance 
that will be a credit to the city. 
Work is to be started in March. 
St. Paul quarry stone is to be used. 
Arches are to be built on 
forms cut to proper radius and braced and supported iii place* to 
insure perfect alignment and rigidity when completed. 
The key­ 
stone is to be cut on the ground, roughly to size and shape as in­ 
dicated in the plan. 
The memorial tablets are to be determined 
by the landscape architect and Park Board and installed at tile 
time of construction of the ent rance piers. Two ornamental lights 
are part of the plan. 
Regarding the plant material, all nursery stock shall be of 
good specimen stock, full sized and well branched, free from ill 
disease, blight and insect pest. 
From the sidewalk at the south end of the* park two paths 
will extend to the two arched ways. 
Fast and west of the arch­ 
ways extend broken stone walls. 
From each archway leading to 
the center opening is a short wall surmounted with an urn. Some 
20 different kinds of nursery stock are used in the landscaping. 
Altogether the plans have been worked out Admirably to take ad- 
vantage of the beautiful layout of the park and to supplement it 
with an artistic creation of twin arched gateways merging into a 
harmonious entrance.

There Is no definite measure of the 
decrease that the cow is likely to ex­ 
perience after she has aborted, but 
our observation has taught us that 
most heifers th at abort while carry­ 
ing their first calf, lf they abort at 
five months or so, will usually not 
milk more than one-fourth 
to one- 
third of what they will normally pro­ 
duce after a good fitting and a nor­ 
mal calving. 
If they abort at seven 
months or nearer the normal calving 
period they will milk a considerably 
greater quantity hut not often more 
than half the production they would 
normally produce. 
Cows 
that 
have calved 
normally 
once or twice and that do not abort 
too early will often milk within 15 
or fit) per cent of their normal pro 
dfiction. 
Our observation 
has been 
that the decrease In production de­ 
pends upon the time that the abort 
ing rakes place and the age of the 
cow or the number of previous calv­ 
ings, writes Dr. George ll. Conn of 
Stephenson 
county, 
Illinois, 
in 
the 
Prairie Farm er. 
We have had cows 
tinder our care that at m ature age 
following an abortion produced 11 UUU 
pounds o f milk in twelve months, and 
the first year following a normal calv­ 
ing (the normal ctilving taking place 
within fifteen months .after the pre­ 
vious abortion) (lie same animal pro­ 
duced over 25.000 pounds 
o f milk.

Under ordinary conditions abortion 
disease In the high-producing dairy 
herd can be exported to reduce (be

Many authorities figure the average 
loss per cow due to abortion disease 
In those herds that are affected at $25 
per cow, but in our experience we 
believe that nearer twice this amount, 
under present methods of operating 
the pure bred dairy herd, would lie 
nearer correct. 
The pure-bred herd owner will ne 
more likely to put forth a vigorous 
effort to eliminate abortion disease 
from his herd when once tie figures 
definitely what this disease is costing 
him. The cost can very easily be de­ 
termined from the decreased produc­ 
tion from that which he could nor­ 
mally expect front his herd and tho 
Ioss of Hie calves which is flue to 
abortion disease. 
In many purebred 
herds whore offspring is sold at high 
prices this loss will sometimes amount 
to several thousand dollars per year. 
Tn such herds as litis large sums of 
money can he profitably spent lf nec­ 
essary to eliminate the disease front 
the herd.
